FOREWORD 


This volume ‘Federated Asia’ is the continuation of the series c 
lectures delivered on social philosophy by Sri Mohendranath Dutt, som 
of which have already been published in separate volumes and some ar 
still to be published. 

To raise Asia before the world through federation of Asian nations 
taking independent India as the pivot, socially, politically and economi 
cally, evolving out new systems in administration, in education, ii 
commerce, in laws, customs, manners, dress and in various phases o 
national life is the sole objective of the author. 

The other important feature of this volume is the addition of ; 
thorough planning of the improvement and utilisation of the vast tract; 
of the Himalayan region—the great source of national wealth, yei 
unheeded and unexplored. 

Beginning from the village republic to republic Asia is the grand 
conception of the author laid down in the course of his lecture on 
Administration . Aiming at that ideal he has given a sketch in broad 

outlines of a thorough democracy to be introduced in India as well as in 
the Asian countries. 

Reformation from the bottom of the society to the top is one 
of the vital suggestions given by the author. The toilers living in the 
lower stratum are on the wake. If they are not given the proper field 
to improve their lot, if they are in this way as in the past constantly 
denied of their legitimate rights to get adequate food, clothing, shelter, 
justice and equal opportunities with the other sections of the people 
to enjoy the common soil, the superstructure of the Government is 
sure to collapse by the quake of the foundation, of the mass—the down¬ 
trodden millions who* aire' already in a state of great agitation. Govern¬ 
ment must be conscious, alert of that. Reformation from the village, 
from the very bottom of the society is imperative. It is essential. It 
should be the directive principle of the State policy. Unless the 


very 



foundation, the very backbone of the society is made strong, how the 
superstructure will stand ? Sooner the Government have recourse to 
this ideal, the better for the Government and the people. Speeches 
on high-sounding ideals of ‘isms’ will not give us much, but deeds, real 
constructive works will lead us to the desired goal. 


The inundation of communism is coming at a very high speed. 
Indeed it is already knocking at the door. The success in China and 
elsewhere is adding a great impetus to this. It is a battle of ideas— 
indigenous and foreign. It cannot be obstructed or forbidden, but 
proper channel can be given to it to pass through. Indeed the thoughts and 
the plans of the author which have been enunciated here in this volume 
and in others are the channels through which this mighty inundation 
might pass without causing any great havoc in the country. 

This state of unhealthy society, this state of overwhelming 
ignorance and illiteracy of the mass, this state of continued starvation 
and poverty of the people are the most favourable conditions and the 
best soils for the breeding of communism. These grave problems ought 
to be solved as early as possible to have a stout growth, of the society 
and to combat the foreign civilisation. 


The system of administration, the system of education, all tnc laws, 
all the codes, civil, commercial and criminal and all the movements of 
the nations must be based upon one ideal—how to elevate the lower 
stratum, the millions of people who are eking out a miserable existence. 
Attempt has been made rightly to solve this solemn and mighty purpose 
very wisely by these lectures based on an advanced oriental outloo . 
To raise the toilers and the women by every possible means is the sole 

obiective of the author as the rise of the nation, the rise of Asia solely 


depend on them. 

But the greatest bar to the progress of the Asian countries, it is 
said is theology and its preachers, the theologians. With the march of 
world’s progress. Asia, who is still guided by that old theocentnc ^eas 
in this modern age, must adopt the homocentric ideas for the healthy, 
natural growth of the nations. This is the age of homocentric civilisation, 
sit the ancient theocentric civilisation should be diverted to the homocentric 
channel, but the abrupt jumping over to the homocentric ideas may be 

the cause of great discontent to the society. 

In this operation of diverting the course of the ancient civilisation 
to the modern homocentric aspect of society, that is, from one centre 
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to the other, the author, instead of completely eleminating it, suggests 
some valuable changes for the thorough overhaul of the whole aspect of 
theology to give a new shape to suit the presenfi circumstances, which will 
accelerate and not retard the country’s advancement. 

Economically the Asian nations might be divided into toilers and 
idlers. To put it in a clear language the one sect is called the productive 

consumers and the other the unproductive consumers. By ancient 

. # 

arrangements when conditions were different, such lethargic state of 
society was tolerated. But now the circumstances, external and internal, 
have been thoroughly changed. The bread problem is the central aspect 
of the society. So such arrangements must be completely modified. The 
theologians who are the unproductive consumers and living upon the 
earnings of others should be forced into some productive works. They 
should not be allowed to be the burden of the society which is already 
bent down with poverty and starvation. 


The present system of education running in our universities is still 
under the influence of a foreign model devised centuries ago for their 
own convenience, the futility of which is palpable. But the change of 
time and circumstances calls for a new system to replace the old one. 
The author in his brief lectures on ‘Education’, taking into consideration 
the bread problem, the vital problem of India and Asia and keeping pace 
with the advancing world has laid down a system most suitable to this 
new era. He has placed before the nation the two main ideals to be 
rigidly followed, that is, industrial education and military training for 
all the students to turn the nation into a band of commercial men, 
industrialists and a. band of ‘Kshatriya’ warriors. With that end in view 
some notable changes have been put forth in curriculum, in routine 
and in hours of holding classes in schools and colleges. 


The practical training in the field, in the factory . fin any other 

avocation along with the theoretical education in schools or colleges and 

the consequent earning during student life are the sure ways in these days 

of economic distress m speeding up the industrialisation of the nation to 

ea rowar s prosperity and happiness. As the nations are backward in 

industry, backward m military training, rapid industrialisation and militari¬ 
sation should be the guiding mottoes of the nations.

of the country as well as educationists of Asia at intervals will undoubted¬ 
ly add greatly to the cultural unity and the progress, and the friendly 
feelings and integrity amongst the nations of Asia to proceed with one 
ideal, with one stride, to one goal to raise her up that she might shine 
forth to enlighten the rest of the world. 

The sanitation problem of the villages in our country is quite 
obvious. The villagers who are the majority in a nation, the life¬ 
blood of a nation should not be left to such an unhealthy purgatory. 
Here the author’s solution for the improvement of village sanitation 
by students and professors at certain dates, paying them food and 
remuneration, seems to be the most practicable and fit for the time and 


circumstances. 

Communications through land, sea and air are urgent for social, 
political, cultural as well as commercial unifications amongst the nations 
of Asia. But besides the existing routes, the author has laid a great 
stress on land communications all over Asia for easy and quick transports 
and for checking the sea-borne trade of the foreigners. In making such 
railway or motor routes, it is said that commercial and military aspects 
should be taken into account with a special attention to the building of orts 
in strategic points without disturbing the natural barriers of the country. 

Speaking about utilisation of air transport through commercial 
planes, he points out that Peshwar may be taken as trade-centre of Asia. 
Peshwar in olden days was well known as ‘Purushapur and it is interesting 
to note that Peshwar is occupying a position which may be cal e t re 


centre of Asia. 

Amongst various reformations in the systems of law and jail, he 
has stressed to modify the civil, commercial and criminal codes an to 
draw out a comprehensive Indian code adaptable to a t e P e oP es ° 
different creeds and cults.

The author, during his sojourn over the Himalayan region, has 
surveyed critically the various possibilities of turning the virgin soil 
into a great national wealth. He has here given us plans and methods 
for utilising its vast natural resources, its springs, its river water for 
irrigation works, its strong river current to turn mills and grinding machines, 
and for producing electric power for running factories, for lighting up 
streets and for domestic purposes. Along with these he strongly recomm¬ 
ends for the widespread use of hydro-electricity in India as well as all over 
Asia. To build up towns, sanatoria and to develop industries in the 
mountainous regions, some valuable suggestions for the solution of the 
problem of roads and the problem of water-supply have been made. 

Different ways have been devised to evolve out different kinds of 

better breed of crops, both pod and root vegetables, flowers, fruits, cottons, 

mulberries, tea, coffee, etc., to rear up birds and cattle of better class by 

introducing foreign breed and foreign system of farming. He has also 

suggested to set up various sorts of factories and mills to turn the field- 

products and by-products into different commodities for local consumption 

and for export. By observing that a great drainage of national wealth 

is being ignored and overlooked by not knowing the use of the by-products 

of the country, the author has showed us the way how to make the 

best of even the most common by-products to add to the individual and 

national wealth. In addition to that, some very helpful advice has 

been given to start piggery, industry of cane, industry of bamboo- 

products and various other enterprises big or small in the mountainous 
regions. 

« 

The Himalayas, the home of different kinds of herbs and mines, it is 
pointed out, must have universities with botanical research institutes, 

geological and boring institutes to carry on researches in the vegetation 
kingdom and to rediscover the lost mines. 

According to the plan of improving the mountainous regions and the 
country in general, the road companies, the electric companies, mining 
companies and various other enterprises will be formed and started. But the 
author strongly recommends for the formation of private companies, instead 
of burdening the State for every sort of undertaking big or small, drawing 
out capital from the country by selling shares which should be guaranteed 
by the State, scornfully avoiding foreign capital. Local fund, local 
people, indigenous mechanical skill should be utilised in all the nation¬ 
building projects as this will to a great extent solve the unemployment 
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problem of the country and will greatly help to the increment of the 
individual as well as the national wealth. 

So it can be safely said that if the plans of the author are carried into 

effect, the whole of the Himalayan regions will be turned into a health 

resort, a tiade centie, a seat of learning and a great source of national 
wealth. 

He also deals with the establishment of national banks in and out¬ 
side the country, of the agricultural banks for the facilities of the agricul¬ 
turists and of the chambers of commerce and industries for the 
development of the industries. 

The attempt of every system and planning has been directed towards 
one goal—the goal of advancement and prosperity of the nation, turning 
the people into commercialists, industrialists and a people vivified with 
‘Kshatriya’ spirit—happiest and wealthiest in the world. These ideas that 
he has thought out are exclusively for India and Asia according to her 
culture, her social, political and economic condition and as such these 
can be called as the Indian or Asian school of social philosophy. 

Lastly the author, pointing out how Asia with her glories of the 
past, with her pre-historic culture and civilisation is baffled by the non- 
Asian aggressors of land and trade, appeals to the country to take up the 
spirit of organisation and to federate the Asian nations into one solid 
body by the federation of students and professors, federation of merchants, 
federation of national thinkers, federation of women, federation of scien¬ 
tists, journalists, medical men etc., to evolve out a common system, 
common interest, common benefit and prosperity and common ideal to 
be followed by the whole of Asia. 

The single leaf or the differentiated leaves of a lotus cannot sustain 
life for long. The wheel of destruction will speed it on to wither and 
will make its end more near. To live, one must live with the rest. So 
if Asia, the blooming heart-lotus of the world, has got to live a happy 
and prosperous life, if she has got to attain the most exhalted position 
before the world, if she has got to build up a strong formidable fort 
against the inroads of hungers of land and trade, the federation of Asian 
nations, the federation in every sphere of life, social, political and econo¬ 
mic, is the prime necessity. 

Of course, in the meantime, the Asian Relations Conference took 
place twice at New Delhi in India under the wise presidentship of our 
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Prime Minister Pandit Nehru. The two conferences, the first for 
the promotion of social, economic and cultural condition of the 
peoples of Asia and the other to fight out a foreign non-Asian aggression 
over an Asian nation have created a great sensation in the world. A 
federated Asia is born amidst a most conflicting world situation. The 
birth of federated Asia has echoed round the world. But it is still in the 
stage of its infancy. Now in the state of her growing, the systems, the 
thoughts and the plans which the author has enunciated, I firmly believe 
will add greatly to infuse youthful vigour, ‘Kshatriya spirit to the resur- 

gent Asia to estabhsh a new era in continuity with her ancient culture 
and civilisation.

culture is the same. There is no natural geographical boundary 
between one State and another. HI1 arc living in different parts of 
the same plane, only slight difference is marked in language due to 
climatic effect. But to a non-Hsian people, all the Hsians arc the 
same. The boundaries are made between different States only for 


political purposes, otherwise the people are of one family. From 
Japan, China and Mongolia to Morocco and Hbyssinia, all the 
Hsians have common culture, common manners and the same mode 
of expression, which I found when I travelled through many parts 
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of Hsia and mixed with the different classes of people. It is to be 
classed as a separate civilisation from what we find in non-Hsian 
countries. In Western Geography, North Hfrica, Sudan and 
fibyssinia are separated from Hsia ; but to an oriental, all 
these countries will be included in Hsia as they have common 
mode of living, temperament and architecture. Even the cookery 
is very much the same. I tasted these dishes as those of my 
own country, nil that I might say is that the Hsian people have 
settled down in different parts and made them into separate States, 
but from the cultural point of view, they are the same people.

The new vigorous ideas of civilisation and 
the mode of thinking of the non-Hsian races are in prominence and 
are pushing back the old ideas of civilisation of the old races. 
This is a struggle between the two sets of ideas—Hsian and 
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non-Hsian. Though Hsian thinkers have differences as to the 
particular mode of thinking among themselves, but when compared 
to the ideas of the non-Hsians, they might be grouped in one class, 
and the ideas of the non-Hsians into a different class. 


The question now comes—-what is culture ? The active aspect 
of the ideas of the older people is now pretty much in abeyance, 
rather in a slumbering state. But the culture of the people is 
in the same state. It depends on climatic effect and natural 
environments. The facility to procure food, and the natural 
surroundings, these two elements shape and mould temperaments 
and habits of the people. This is unchangeable and inherent 
in the people. The civilisation or the active aspect of national 
life has ebb and flow due to circumstances ; but culture is constant 
and can never be changed though the ideas of civilisation might 
be changed. This is why the non-Hsians cannot make distinction 
between the different schools of theology in this country. It is a 
sort of civilisation, and not culture. Theology tries to infuse its 
influence into the people, but there it fails. Culture remains the 

same though theology is changed.

In some cases the people of the neighbouring races will side 
with the non-Hsians to overcome a neighbour. This is called the 
secret revenge. Due to this isolated and cooped-up habit, the 
Hsian races arc overcome by the non-Hsians. This is a most 
painful sight to think of. That the Hsians arc docile and sub¬ 
missive is an adage to be taken as a slur on the Hsian races. 

The Hsians must develop the principle of self-assertion and 
go-ahead doctrine. HII that we might say is that every individual

highest pitch for its own benefit ; and in affable liberal 
spirit, it should try to infuse the new civilisation into neighbouring 
States. Trust, friendship and broad-minded views should be infused 
into neighbouring races. For, if any individual State is attacked 
or oppressed by the non-Hsians, generally other Hsian States 
view themselves as neutral States. But, if amity is established 
between different neighbouring races, the other races will stand 
with the oppressed nation against the non-Hsian marauders. It is 
for this reason, federation of the Hsian races is most needed in this 
l>erioJ of history. Federation does not mean subjection or humi¬ 
liation, but friendly relation, trust and reliance which should be 
established in the Hsian races. In internal affairs the Hsians 
will be free to manage their own affairs ; but against any non- 
Hsian aggression, all the Hsians should combine to save a 
neighbouring people. This is most needed in this period of history. 
L3y tins I do not mean to adopt any aggressive policy or spirit of 
defiance. But Hsians must have independent existence, independent 
development and the independent mode of thinking to keep up the 
solidarity. How the general principles might be enunciated in 
the following dictums : Man has right to live. Man has right to 
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cat and right to express his mind. Nation is above theology. 
Individual is above creed. Co-work, co-prosperity, co-benefit and 
co-independence should be the aim. These are the cardinal prin¬ 
ciples which every Hsian youth, both boy and girl, must learn. The 
Hsian lethargic mind must be formulated with these principles that 
a particular nation might rise, and that the neighbouring races 
also might rise. H good powerful neighbour is a great benefit 
to a people. Hsia is a storehouse of all past civilisations and 
ideas. These past ideas and civilisations should be preserved and 
only be modified in the new form as to suit the present requirements 
of the people. Hmity and not enmity should be the motto. Every 
thinker in Hsia must find out the solution of the problem—how to 
raise not only his own people but also the whole of Hsia. This is 
the main problem for all the Hsian thinkers.

In those earlier days food was 
plenty and copious, and this food problem never occurred to than, 
nlong with the food problem comes the problem of the toilers 
and the women. .In those days the toilers were more or less slaves, 

no havL much prominence, had no independent existence as to 
livinq and earning. But in the present age there is the homocentric 
conception of society. Though many social thinkers propounded a 

theologteallnstitutions in a race, but it is not a praetiea proposihon 

be regarded as a minor point in social life, as the old founders of 
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faith are not consistent with the present altered advanced circumstan¬ 
ces of society. Theology has done the greatest good to mankind 
and theology has done the greatest evil to mankind. The old 
adage was that man lives not upon bread alone but also upon 
the words of God. The present-day motto retorts to this, that man 
can live not upon the words of God but upon the bread alone. This 
is the glaring difference between the old conception of society and 
the present-day advanced homocentric state of society. Some accuse 
the social thinkers to be dry, cruel-hearted persons, but it is just the 
reverse. The heart of the social thinker bleeds at the sight of 
the miseries of mankind, and without distinction of high or low as 
to birth and status, he propounds his theory for the benefit of all

the young men from the masses should be trained up to 
theological ritualities that they might perform the ceremonies, 
discarding the hereditary theologians who have the entire mono¬ 
poly.

The theologians are necessary unavoidable evils to the society. 
Meither do they increase wealth, nor do they think problems 
how to qet bread, education etc. Labour problem and problem 
of women are most distasteful to them. Their only answer is 
that the unseen Being will do away with the miseries of 
mankind and they need not solve the problems. They are miserable 
because they have committed sin either in this hte or in t 
nnst Bv qivimi certain sums as honorarium to the theologians, 
Their miseries will be rectified. Why do these theologians, narrow- 
nhnded persons, try to talk about social, labour and bread 
nroblems of this age ? They are, like so many old Egyptian 
mTmmTes, to be kept as curios.

head portion of the society. This is called plutocracy or 
theocracy that the unseen Divine Being created, by his own whim¬ 
sical way, a few selected persons who will be the hereditary rulers 
and guides of the mass, and that mass and toilers are created by 
that whimsical unseen Being only to serve the plutocrats and the 
theocrats. This is an abominable, barbaric idea in the present 
age. The other aspect of reforming and remodelling of a State 
from the top layer is that though the mode of administration is 
changed in theory and in paper, the mass of the people—toilers 

and trudging men who live in villages—are ignorant of the modi¬ 
fications. Even if the entire system of administration is changed, 

the trudging men of the village r emain quite ignorant of the refor¬ 
mation. To remedy this evil, the reformation or the growth of 
a nation must begin from the very bottom. The toilers and the 
women should be first taken care of. than the other appendaqes 
ot the society, for they are the very foundations of any society.

the democratic State will be frustrated and the autocratic rule of 
the officials will slowly enter in. It is for this reason the permanent 
officials should be prominent by their absence and neutrality.

Self-assertion and 
self-expansion in spirit, in idea and in action should be impressed 
on them that they might stand up as heroes of the nation. But 
the cringing, slavish and submissive ideas of the past age should be

c e t To b n c .*. public as was in Greece. Here it is to be considered 

as a district republic. The district council is not only 
to look after roads, canals, irrigation sanitation, drinking water, 
education and hospital, but must devise means to develop the 
industries. For without industries and the employment of the 
people who are out of work, a district cannot thrive well. In the 
district republic there should be banks, chamber of commerce, 
chamber of industry and also factories* Both organised and 
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cottage industries should be developed that the district republic 
might be a complete republic by itself. 


• li ii- ' * - j The district republic 

should not be in need of asking things from other districts. What 

l mean is, a thorough-going republican principle should be 

introduced in the district with full powers of the elected members 

to carry on the necessary modifications and to enhance the 

facilities of the district people. Freedom, liberty and equality to all 

should be the motto. Men and women should stand on an equal 

footing in district works. The councils and the administration 

of the district will have certain percentages of women members 

to find out devices for the upliftment of the women class 

of the district. But no theological question and party spirit should be 

introduced, for these are too obnoxious things in this modern age. 

The other point is to be noted that the major portion of the reve¬ 
nue of the district should be spent for the improvement of the district. 


Now u number of these district republics will form a province, 
and the Provincial Government will be a republic for the province 

Provincial with one permanent elected member known as 

the provincial administrator or chief executive 
of the province. The executive function should be left to the per¬ 
manent officials, but the administrative function should be in the 
hands of elected members. In other words, the executive should 
be subordinate to the elected representatives. 


From this provincial republics will come the State, where a 
number of provincial republics will meet together to devise means

its functions. cialism or local interest must stop, only national 

interest as to internal affairs and affairs of the foreign nations should 
be the main subject or topic. Provincial or district affairs should be 
left to the respective republics. Only the internal affairs and 
affairs of foreign nations should be the subject of the united repub¬ 
lic of provinces. 
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How comes the question of permanent official executives 
who will be elected by competitive examination from all classes 

of people—men and women. No favouritism or 

and women as per* nepotism should have any place in such exam- 

manent officials. 1 

inations. No question of majority or minority, 
or division on theological basis should be considered. The best 
persons of the State or of the district will be employed as perma¬ 
nent officials of State by competitive examinations, I insist that 
women should be largely employed in the administration, either 
in Judicial or other departments of administration, for they are 
diligent, assiduous, thrifty and clear in understanding. Every 
chance is to be given to the women to stand up and assert their 
own rights and individuality before the country. The half-phased 
civilisation and the half-phased administration of the old world 
should be abolished, and an all-round civilisation and an all-round 
administration should be introduced by giving full scope to the 
women to assert their rights and abilities before the country. 


The elected members represent the nation, and the people are 
paying them taxes to maintain the administration. Nil the expen-

permanent officials are mere servants of the 
people and their representatives. So the representatives should 
exert their inherent rights of mastership over the executives who 
are only servants of the people. The executives claim that they 
are appointed by the superior authority of the State, and so they 
are free from obligations to the representatives. But the supreme 
head of the State is also a servant of the people. Practically, the 
provincial head of a country is the chief servant of the people of the 
province. The head of the district council or of the provincial council 
is to be called the Chief-citizen of the district or of the province. 

i!♦ S c ° n ?^ ancicnt books it is found that the corresponding word of 
Chief-citizen is i. e, the servant of the people. But in the 
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majority of cases the permanent officials pose themselves as 
superior to the Chief-citizen of the district or of the province 
according to the amount of the salary they draw from the State, and 
the Chief-citizen is treated as a minor non-entity. But the salary of 
the permanent officials is collected and paid by the toilers. The 
permanent officials should remain only for collecting revenue and 
maintaining Police and will remain either subordinate to the 
Chief-citizen or will act as mere advisers in administrative function 
of the Chief-citizen. In administrative measure the permanent 
head of the district should not interfere. He is to be taken as a 
mere lent or executive head of the district republic. Every person 
must know his status in society and in administration. This is 
why, by keeping the people in ignorance, the executives show the 
grandeur or superiority of their power over the representatives of 
the people. How in every district and in every province the council 
of administration should be the sole authoritative centre of the 
district or of the province. The executives will be mere auxiliaries 
or adjuncts to the council and will carry out the mandates of the 
council. They are mere permanent consultative persons who will 
act in conjunction with the view of the council. Ho power of 
veto should be given to the permanent officials. The voice of 
the Council of State should be supreme. How coming to the 
Council of State or the Hational Chamber where all the pro¬ 
vincial representatives meet together, same republican principles 
should be followed. Sovereign power of any country should be vested 
in the national council and not in the executive head. The execu¬ 
tive head or the supreme person of administration should only 
carry out the mandates of the council. In case the supreme execu¬ 
tive head differs from the opinion of the Council of State, the 
Council having the sovereign authority over such supreme head 

can veto the opinion. Supreme head of a province or of a State 
should be selected by election of the people and will get sanction ot 
authority from the Council of State. This is what is called a 

democratic or republican form of administration in a country. By 

♦ 
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experience it is found that a bad republic is better than benevolent 
autocracy. In bad republic there is every chance of remodelhng 
the representatives. But in benevolent autocracy the people are 
stupefied by the supreme authority and the terrorism of the autocrat, 
and there is no chance of removing him from his seat. The 
sovereign authority is inherent in the Council of State and not 
in the supreme executive. This is the first principle which should 

be impressed upon every individual. The man paying taxes has 
every right to know how his money is spent and must have a 
control over the executive who is disbursing the fund. The pay¬ 
master is superior to the employee. In such representatives in 

council, women will be a prominent factor. 

Hs for taxation and other dues to the State and as for salary, 
pension, gratuity and other emoluments much have been written 
in my booh "National Wealth", and I stop here to discuss the point. 

It is thus, from the very lowest stratum, the whole country 
might be remodelled and changed as a thorough-going republic 
without interference with the interest of any other.

I have given a fair conception of how the Hsian States might 
develop and improve through this democratic or republican form 
of administration. Every country must modify the practical applica¬ 
tion of’this principle as to suit the requirements of the country. 
But the general principle should be kept in mind. This is the age 
for toilers and women, not of theocrats or plutocrats or autocrats.

street, and so they are living in an abject miser¬ 
able state. Their complaint is partially right. Now in holidays, 
the boys and the girls in company with the school teachers should 
do sanitary works in the village, i.e., boys and girls of three or four 
schools, with the teachers at their head, will do the sanitary works. 
For this the boys and the girls and also the teachers will get good 
food for the day. Hnd also little funds are to be given to the 
teachers and the students as remuneration for their labour. This 
will give them inducement and zeal to do more work. The old 
theory of benevolent work and philanthropic work is not a practical 
solution. Mere theoretical problem will do no good. The workers 
must be remunerated and compensated by cash payment received 
from the manure and from the sweepings of the village that will 
be sold in the field. The farmers will buy the manure, and from 
this a fund might be raised, which will be distributed to the workers 

The sanitary work should be taken as an excursion for boys and 
girls in holidays. 

From the village, the neighbouring town will have a higher 

school which will be conducted in the same principle. From the 

higher school, town colleges will be made in the district.

Hs for uni¬ 
versities, three or four districts, according to population, must o|xrn 
a university ; for in a province one university cannot manage or 
direct the educational system of a wide area as local requirements 
vary according to circumstances and seasons of the year. Here we 
are mainly dealing with the education of the children of the toilers.

Moreover, by the interchange of 
students pf different universities, a national federation of students 
might be developed. Find also the noted professors of different 
universities will be invited to give a course of lectures in some 
particular university for a term or a period. The educational system 
should be a thorough republican aspect of the nation. Interchange 
of students and professors within the country itself will develop the 
solidarity and unity of the student class. This is the one aspect of 
developing a nation. 


These rules and suggestions that I am making for India are 
equally applicable to all parts of Ff sia. For, as I have widely travelled 

through different parts of Hsia and lived and 

w ve througbout m Asu. mixed with the people, I found the disease to be 

the same in all parts of Ffsia. The old universi¬ 
ties of Flsia are not to be disturbed. Let them have their separate 
existence. But new Hsia, rejuvenated Ffsia must have vigorous 
ideas to imbibe and develop that the Hsian youths might be able 
to face and conquer the onslaught of the non-Hsian races. Old, 
morbid, decrepit Hsia must be buried down several feet below the 
earth, and a new vigorous Hsia, with a bold heart and a practical 
knowledge of the world, must come up to meet the requirements of 

the present age. 


Now, as all Asia should be taken as people of one family 
of different soils of the same field, the Hsian nations of different 
parts should have their own universities in a modern line in different 
provinces of the country according to the population, TCic same 
practical laws of education should be introduced in ad the coun¬ 
tries of Hsia that Asia as a whole might rise up.

Now to specif of the administration of the law, it is very 
often found that the accused is condemned to some punishment 

without giving him an opportunity of defending 
himself by a lawyer. Many innocent men are 
thus punished for want of representation by a 
lawyer to defend their case. Whereas a worst criminal might get 
discharged if he can afford to pay for a big lawyer to defend his 
side. It is thus the rights of a man for liberty are snubbed down 
and smothered. This is called the barbaric system of the adminis¬ 
tration of law. Every accused person must be given facility to 
defend his cause by a trained lawyer, fi poor man or a pauper 
having no money to pay for a lawyer, is often punished in a Law

a big country like India inhabited by the people 
of different faiths and cults, it is suggested that the best lawyers 
of the different cults and creedal sections should meet together 
and draw up a code suitable to all the people of India. This will 
be known as Indian code and not the code of any particular cult 
or creed- The new Indian code should be comprehensive and 
suitable for all different creeds and cults. But the tendency and 
main spirit of the code will be homocentric. The interest of the 
toilers and the women should be the guiding principle of this 
code, nnd unless a new Indian code is formed suitable for this 
period, the country is at great ferment. Bor the Pariahs and the 
untouchables of Southern India are grumbling as they are debarred 
from social rights and privileges by the old Indian codes, and also 
the inheritance of women is not explicitly mentioned there. For 
all these defects in the ancient codes and the codes of the different 
cults in India, it is urgently necessary that a new Indian code, 
with a liberal spirit defending the rights of every section of the 
people, should be written that the nation might get a chance of 
development, equality and liberty with others. It must not be on the 
theological basis or the creedal basis but must be on the principle 
of justice and equity to all. It will not be a cult code but a true 
Indian code. So the best lawyers of different cults should meet 
in a conclave to draw up this Indian code that will be called the 

national code of civil laws. 

The other point is that the commercial codes and the codes 
of different activities of life should be modified and introduced in 

all Hsian countries as well as in India. The

Investments on the road or railway schemes are 
guaranteed and must not go to liquidation as to ruin the investors.

improvement of Mountainous Regions 


T\ question is very often raised how to improve the mount¬ 
ainous regions of northern India into a fertile profitable land, 

and how the expenses to be met with—whether the 

fL*nv«uon°»nd 1 <«c?or°\ out-laid capital will be advanced from the State 

treasury or it might be done by the private invest¬ 
ment of the people as to stimulate the mass to thriftiness and 
savings, and to get some profit by the private investment. To meet 
these questions, the first thing to be considered is that in the 
liimalayan regions a number of rivers are of strong currents 
flowing all through. There is plenty of unused land, and there 
is plenty of water, but no combination is made as to utilise the 
water for the benefit of the land. The mountains or the mountain¬ 
ous regions arc practically fallow lands compared to fertile lands of 
the plain. Mow, if in the narrowest parts of the rivers, dams be 
laid out, the water of the stream will be made into a big reservoir, 
and the water might be raised up in the upper region for the utility 
of cultivation and factory. Dams, weirs or anicuts might be laid 
out according to circumstances and position of the river as to steer 
the current for some commercial purposes.

The additional cost of sizing the wood into different shapes 
in the factories or depots will be minimised. The water-propelled 
saw mills will do excellent work and cheapen down the prices of 
wood. This is one utility of using the river current for saw¬ 
mill purposes.

There are various ways of fishing in our country as well as 

in other countries. But the process which is practised in China is a 

very nice and novel one. The Chinese fisherme 

train a kind of birds, named ‘Cormorant birds’, to 

catch the fish in the river. The bird dips into the 

deep water and, after catching the fish, comes to h >s trainer-master 

in the boat. It does never miss its master's boat. The is e 
takes the fish from the bird, and it again dives deep into the water 

in search of prey. 

This is a very nice device of fishing in the river. Moreover 
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the cost of maintenance of the bird is practically nothing. It cats 
up fish from the river and takes rest in the boat. Only the labour 
is to give it a proper training. Mow to introduce this process in 
our country, wc will have to bring in Cormorant birds as wcl as 
trained fishermen from China, so that our country's fishermen 
will learn the device of training the birds from the Chinese trainer, 
and later on, they themselves will be able to carry on this sort of 
fishing in our country. T \s fishing in a river requires much labour 
and exertion, so if this device is adopted, the labour and exertion 
required would be practically niII.

The elec¬ 
tric power might be transmitted to distant parts 


of the country by cables, where factories might be worked by that 
power. Labour being cheap and the people hardy, the factory will 
thrive well at a cheaper cost in the said regions where electric power 


will be the chief motive force. These and various other benefits 


might be derived by harnessing the water of the river for some 
national benefit. Various other devices might be made to facilitate 
the commercial purposes. The world is not to be worked at now¬ 
adays in the pious feelings of theology that everything is sacred 
and everything is divine ; but in this commercial age everything 
must be looked at and judged from some commercial angle of 
vision. The unseen Being from above the cloud will not come 
down to do the work of every man. The people must devise 
means to utilise the immense natural material resources of the

The next point comes—how to facilitate the transit of the 
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products. Easy transit of goods is a factor in the production of 

wealth. Unless the goods are exported to some 

Problem of roads in the foreign markets and in shortest time, the goods 

cannot get a good sale. The paths in the moun¬ 
tainous regions are often open by the river side. These paths 
are comparatively narrow and are good for pedestrians, but cart 
road or lorry road is not made out. The engineers have not the 
conception of making the motor roads that in future the mountain 
might be turned into a sanitary garden. Sometimes the ascent 
is too steep and abrupt. It capnot be used as a motor road for 
commercial purposes. The one difficulty of this river-side road 
is that the bank of the river falls down, the road is broken off, and 
enormous cost is required to build up a stone wall on the river 
side, known as embankment, to keep up the pedestrian paths on 
the upper region. The other difficulty is that in the rainy season 
the peaks sometimes crash down, and not only the hills but the 
road sides are damaged. This is called landslides or crashing 
of the hills. The noise of these landslips is so tremendous that 
it affects the tympanums of the ear. I witnessed such things 
during my sojourn in the Himalayan regions; These are the d 

ies which stop the easy communication of the regions with the

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when the roads arc made out in suitable places, small towns might 
be raised up as sanitaria. The climate is salubrious, crisp and 
bracing. The people from the plains, specially in summer, might 
resort to such places for health and leisure, find also commercial 
centres and factories might be set up to work out the raw materials 
of the places- For the raw materials of the country arc enormous 
and yet untapped and will give a great zest to the people in this 
new exertion. 


Now if towns be set up by the side of the motor road, the 
question of water supply comes to the forefront. For a town requires 

plentiful water supply to meet the requirements 
§o\vt w»?«*probiem° of the people.„So the riveY water might be pumped 

up from the nearest distance and will be run 
on through iron pipes to the required distance of the town. This will 
give sufficient quantity of water to the town people. It is suggested 
that a pumping station is to be installed on the current side where the 
waterpower should be used instead of coal fuel. The other sugges¬ 
tion is that big tubewells might be sunk at suitable positions to 
draw up the water. These suggestions depend upon the expenses 
of bringing river water through iron tubes and the cost of setting 
up tubewells in the neighbourhood of the,town. For in the present 
day the spring water is not sufficient forlhe requirements of a town. 
1 experienced such difficulties in the hill towns. The water problem 
might be solved by these processes, and other devices are to be 
made according to the situation of the place to build up a town. 


In the mountain regions there arc many sulphur springs 
known as hot springs. I myself bathed in such springs. The 

popular notion that everything is sacred and every 
the iptinge. thing is divine, and that nobody is to use it for any 

other purpose other than ritualistic one should be 
abjured. The hot springs should be utilised for hot*bath purposes 
of the people. Mow at a short distance from the hot springs, 
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hotels and lodging accommodations might be made with shops 
and markets near-by. The sulphur water and sulphur baths might 
be much utilised by the people of ill health. This will give a great 
benefit to the people of broken health, who might resort there in 
summer time for sulphur bath. In Lastern Luropc I visited many 
such sulphur springs in .Sofia, Rustchuk and other places. Mow 
these sulphur springs must be utilised for the benefit of the people. 
Mineral springs are also found in some parts of the country. The 
mineral springs must be utilised as a health resort for the benefit 
of the people with suitable hotels and lodging places and motor 
s for easy transit. These hot springs and mineral springs 
are to be found not only in the Himalayas but in Kashmir, in 

Assam hulls and in various parts of India, 
these are mere waste products of nature, so much so that the 
springs arc continuously weeping and shedding tears in a solitary 
place without anybody to mind and assuage the tears of the eyes.

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to these companies for a fixed number of years, after which the 
roads will be the State properties. FIs in railway companies, shares 
are sold in the market to raise the fund, the road company will 
also follow the same procedure. In this way funds might be raised 
for the required construction of the roads. When the roads arc 
open, small duty on goods traffic will be levied. So also a tax will 
be levied on the pedestrians carrying loads for commerce ; but 
pedestrians on empty hands should not be taxed. They will get 
free passage to pass through the roads. It is only on commodities 
and wheeled vehicles that taxes should be levied, so also on cattle 
and flocks passing through the roads. This will meet the expendi¬ 
ture to upkeep the roads and to repair certain parts which might 
be broken in the rainy season. On the other hand, the people will 
get an enthusiasm to invest their savings in the road companies. 
This will give a stimulus to the people for thrift, economy and 
savings ; and also they will get certain amount of dividend twice 
a year. It will be a lucrative business, both for the company and 
the investors, but foreign capital should be excluded by all 
means. Mo chance should be given to foreign capitalists to invest 
their money in the road company. This will put the area into the 

control of the foreigners. Only the local people, in the beginning, 

should be invited to invest their savings, and if the fund be defi¬ 
cient. the country at large will be appealed to invest their 
Mvings in the company. But no fund will be paid from the 
State treasury, as that will divert the State fund from other benefi¬ 
cent works. The State should not be bothered for fund for every 
necessary work. Commercial principle and investment of savings 
should be the mottoes of the work. Thus it will open a great field 
for the development of the mountainous region, and several 
thousand toilers will get employment all round the year. 

The local people should largely be employed in the construc¬ 
tions. Outsiders should be excluded as far as possible; only 
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trained expert hands will be invited and employed 
focal®people* to give direction in the constructions. But local 

youths will be trained by the experts that they 
in future may replace the experts and will be heads of the various 
departments of the construction work- Everything must be done 
in a commercial way and in a national way and for the benefit of 
the people. Mere feeding the outsider experts with high salaries 
is not the principle here. Local development in every phase of 
life should be the sole objective. 


One thing to be noticed here is that natural mechanical ex¬ 
perience and ability of the people should be fostered and deve¬ 
loped ; for in the mountainous regions the mecha- 
nical skill of the local people is excellent. It is 

mechanical skill* ' 11 

wrong to smother down the mechanical skill or 
the local people and to introduce the outside system of machinery 
which is not suitable to their genius. The national skill should 
find a scope in the development of a country. This is the main 
principle how the roads might be constructed in the mountainous 
regions. The mountaineers are skilful bridge-makers. Their natural 
skill and ability should be utilised in the construction of bridges 

and other mechanical works.

The electric bulbs and other requisites should be manufactured 
in the country itself and by the local people as to cheapen

Heavy, clumsy machineries are not fit for mountainous 
regions. Light, small machineries of greater efficiency 
and of less cost are to be manufactured within the country 
itself for the requirements of the mountainous regions.

Various other woollen fabrics might be manufac¬ 
tured if woollen factories arc set up in the cool mountainous 
regions. Hnd if the transit procedure be easy, the manufactured 
goods might be sent to different countries in an easy way. But 
the factories, the cables and the roads should be made on 
investment principles, so that the savings of the people might be 
increased by dividends, and also the people might get constant 

work in the different branches of commerce. 


Electricity from water

Now, turning the same principle in other parts of India, we might 
say that, from the current of the Jhelum river, electric power might 

be generated, which could be transmitted to 
different parts of the Punjab for lighting up street- 
lamps and also for domestic uses. The coal 
and petrol fuel might be dispensed with. So, in the whole province 
of the Punjab, if electric cables are laid out, the factories will work 
at a cheaper cost, and there will be no smoke nuisance and coal 
dust nuisance in the factories. The health of the toilers will be 
better, as from the smoke and coal dust many diseases are formed. 
Taking the case of Indus river, electric power might be generated 
from its current, which might be transmitted not only to the adjacent 
countries of the Punjab but also to Sind province. It is thus an 
easy path to open factories with electric power. In the united 
provinces of Oudh and Rohilkhand, the whole country might be 
electrified through this process, c.g., the electric plant could be 
erected at a point near Lachmanjhola not far off from nardwar, 
or where the current is rapid. The electric power might be easily 
generated from this point or any other point as the expert wi 
judge. Now by cables the power might be transmitted to di eren

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Darjeeling side is a rapid stream, and by harnessing the current 
by planting a power-house in a suitable place, electricity may be 
generated, so that a part of Bengal might get electric power from 
cables.. So from the river Brahmaputra electric power could be 
generated in the same process, which might be used in Hssarn 
and East Bengal. Thus the coal problem and the petrol problem 
might partly be solved, as coal and petrol are too costly nowa¬ 
days. Mow comes the question of expenses. The expenses are 
enormous in the beginning, but by selling shares and by giving a 
chance to the people to invest their savings, a big fund might be 
raised from the country itself. The commercial spirit should be 
roused up to show to the people that the natural resources of 
the country are enormous, and their investment will be a 
sound and safe one. The whole mental temperament of the 
nation must be changed. Commercial, enterprising and dash¬ 
ing spirit to do big works should be roused up in the people. 
Enthusiasm, diligence and cool-headed decision are the three 
elements in the commercial success. The old lethargic ideas 
of cringing spirit, and depending upon the help and assistance of 
others should be effaced from the breast of the youths. Enthusiasm, 
energy and steady work are the signs of success. In Russia and 
other countries, electric cables are laid out to some 400 to 500 
miles distance. The Russian commercial aspect of development 
should be studied, and also how the electric power running on 
for several hundreds of miles has changed the commercial aspect 
of the once indolent Russian people. The cables might run on 
for several hundreds of miles for the use of factories and towns. 
This use of electric power will change the whole mental tempera¬ 
ment and atmosphere of the entire Hsian nation. In mysore, 
Cuvery Fall is utilised to generate electric power in the State. 
The very same principle might be followed in different provinces 
of Upper India, where the mountains arc adjacent and the currents 
of the streams are strong. So that electric power might be 
generated from the hill streams, and the whole of Upper India

Food And Clothing 


Now to develop a country, the main problem is to solve the 
food question. The Himalayan region is a vast country of 

different climates and of different composition 
Differed crates 0 f soils. Some parts I found to be hot and dry, 

the other parts, cool and moist. Now the com¬ 
position of the soil, in some parts I found to be alluvial, full of 
grass and vegetation, and other parts, arid and dry. 


Now to utilise the different soils according to different 
climates, the following cereals should be introduced, e.g., wheat, 

barky, oats, maize, millet, rye and rice, as these 
are produced in the moist portion of the hills. 
The people are accustomed to live on rice as 
well as on wheat. Different sorts of cereals they can eat and 

digest. Now to develop these cereals, suitable sites are to be 
selected for the cultivation of these crops. 

In the mountains, the cultivation is in the form of terrace 
cultivation, i. e., in the slope of a hill, a little flat ground is selected, 

Terrace **7 tW ° W** «* ^COdth. Then dt the CdgC Of 

the ground stones are set up, and mud is placed 
between the seanis. Then with a small hooh or bent iron instru¬ 
ment, the soil is scratched out, and the seeds are placed in long 
lines. Then the next step or place is requisitioned in the same way, 
so that in one field there are fifteen to twenty steps which form 
t e crop fields. Then in the rainy season the water will come 
down, and the harvest will be ready for reaping. In the plains 
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of India, tilling is proceeded with plough and cattle. But the 
mountaineers have no such facility ; only on the slope-side the 
cultivation is carried on in a terrace form as so many broad steps 
on a mountain side. But, with all these difficulties, the moun¬ 
taineers maintain themselves with foodstuffs.

When required, the American seeds should 
be introduced, but buying from a foreign country is detrimental 
to the growth of a nation. The seed-preserving process by 
some expert chemists should be introduced. The seed-preserving 
laboratories are now necessary with expert chemists to produce 
bigger size of seeds. I saw in a kitchen garden, where American 
seeds were used, that the size of a onion was a very big one bigger 


than what we see in the Indian markets. But, in the next crop 
from the cultivated produce, the seed became deteriorated and 
smaller in size. Every time people cannot buy American seeds, 
that becomes costly and a tedious process. It is, for this reason, 
necessary that the seed-preserving laboratories are to be set up, so 
that chemists might study the process of preserving the seeds of 
bigger size. 


Next comes the question of the pulse in the mountainous 
region. The pulse is generally of fewer classes only and not of 

so many varieties as in the plains of India. Now 
to develop the mountainous country, the varieties 
of pulses should be introduced in suitable 
soils. This will give a tremendous impetus to the cultivators, as 
they will get some profit by this crop. Gram and varieties of 
pulses might be introduced along with cereals. This will increase 
the income of the cultivators. 


Now beans, peas and varieties of such pod vegetables might 
be cultivated according to the season and the composition of the soil. 

Eor in the mountainous region much of the land 
is uncultivated and in a fallow state. Additional 
field for cultivation should be taken in for the 
cultivation of new sort of crops. Of the bean seeds, there are 
varieties which I observed in Europe^ They are much used in 
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different parts of Europe. f\ll the different varieties of bean seeds 
should be introduced in the newly acquired lands that the pod vege¬ 
table cultivation might be easily carried on. Next comes the ques¬ 
tion of potato and other root vegetables.

and Ceylon the coffee cultivation is predominant. 
How, if coffee cultivation is introduced in suitable 
places of the mountain, specially in uncultivated hills, a new open¬ 
ing will be formed in this new line of work, and that would be an 
additional income to the cultivator. How, in tea cultivation, only 
the top leaves are picked up and dried to be sold in the markets. 
The Chinese and the Tibetans use the whole part of the leaves, that 
is, from top to bottom of the plants and make it into block tea by 
pressing the leaves into a big block- In Kashmir it is called balled 
tea, that is, tiny round balls are made, which the people boil down 
to get the decoction, and there Calcutta tea is called English tea. 
These are the two processes of preserving the tea leaves. I used 
block tea and balled tea and found them to be quite tasteful. It 
depends upon the choice of the people to select the one or the 
other process of preservation of tea leaves. In the present mode 
of tea-manufacturing process, the leaves in the lower part of the 
stems are not in use ; whereas the Tibetans and the Chinese use all 
the leaves of the plant. In my early boyhood, l used to drink 
extract of coffee in liquid form known as ‘black coffee’. F\ few drops 
in a hot cup of water were sufficient for a nice beverage. This is 
called the tincture of coffee. How the coffee tincture is made from 
the coffee beans and preserved in phial in liquid form to be used 
with hot water only, and there is not the tedious process of boiling 
and straining the powder. If, by some chemical process, the waste 
leaves of tea plants are made into tincture, it will give a new 
impetus to the tea industry ; and the waste leaves might be utilised 
for some benefit. It depends upon some expert chemists to work 
out the suggestion as to how to extract the juice and make it a 
tincture or a liquid decoction of tea leaves.

In the mountainous region on the side of the hill, 
the Ffkanda plantation might be easily made, as it requires not 
much attention in cultivation. This ttnight be called as a by¬ 
product of a waste land. Hkanda cotton is highly prized by 

medical men. 


These cottons 
are very nice and fanciful to look at. Now, to introduce this 

sort of coloured cotton in our pountry, the

For the crop grows in the field, but 
it is utilised in the factory. 5o factory is not a separate entity 
but a continuation of the field cultivation. The same toilers are 


working in the field as well as in the factory, nil the field 
produces should not be wasted and sold in cheap prices as to 
hamper and dishearten the cultivators. By easy transit and by 
the help of the factories run by cheap electric power, goods might 
be manufactured and distributed at a cheap cost. The cotton mills, 
the woollen mills, the silk factories, the biscuit factories and factories 
for grinding oil seeds should be put into an active state that both 


the cultivators and the factory men might get the respective shares 
of profits. Every scrap of raw material, every blade of grass, 
every leaf should be utilised for the benefit of the people. From 
the raw materials of the fields, the factory will turn them into nice 


articles and commodities for the benefit of the poor and the rich. 
Isolated desultory work is of no avail. Organised work by com¬ 
bination and sale of shares will give an impetus to investment, 


so that the factories of different classes and varieties might thrive 
well in the mountainous regions. Only ienergy and power of 
organisation are required here for the increment of wealth. These 


are the few plans that are suggested here for the development 
of the country. But other social thinkers might take up the line 
and utilise their suggestions for the benefit of the people. These 
are the most urgent and necessary plans to develop the mountain- 
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ous regions. The tradesmen will ccirry the manufactured goods 
to different countries to get in exchange other commodities or 
gold. The whole of the dull mountainous regions, slumbering like 
an old lion, should be roused up to activity. This should be a busy 
humming beehive where the active bees are working all day long 
to produce their requirements—honey and wax.

the success of the undertaking. Mere ideal or fancy is not the 
motto in the commercial business. Profit and security of business 
should be the motto Now, besides the dry fruits, jam and jelly 
of different classes should be manufactured that the fruits might 
not be wasted, and that every undertaking might be a profitable 
one. Jam and jelly business is a thriving and prosperous industry. 
In many countries the residue of fruits might be turned into jam and 
jelly. In every country that I travelled, the varieties of fruits, fresh, 
dried and preserved in tins were to be found in the fruit business 
of any market of a big town. The fruit-rearing business in the 
mountainous country will be introduced, so that the people might 
get the benefit of the by-products of the field. Por, in this industry, 
sowing is not an annual undertaking. Once the plants are reared 
up, they will last for several years and also wood might be had 
without much exertion. This will increase the wealth of the cultiva¬ 
tors who mainly depend upon the cereal harvest. By products are 
more profitable than the main undertaking. This is how the non- 
Hsian countries are thriving well through their by products.

Yah buffaloes are bigger in size. By cross breed of Tibetian 
Yaks with Indian buffaloes, a new species of calf will come out, 
which, when grown up, will give thick milk copious in cream. 
These are the suggestions that are to be worked out to increase 
the cattle in the mountainous regions. The question of fodder is 
also to be considered in the case of buffalo-rearing. 


The question now comes how to utilise the milk of the cattle. 
In the market fresh Belgian milk is sold in tins. It is thick and 

rich in cream. The Belgian and the Dutch

tions should be opened in different forest places 
to study the vegetation and its utility for the benefit of man. First the 
medical properties of vegetation, next the commercial value and 
various other aspects of the vegetation might be discovered if 
botanical chemists find an opening to make a research. This 
is a suitable condition for the development of chemistry and 
medicine. So also in the plains of India there arc plenty of 
forests with full of herbs. Botanical research institutes should be 
opened for study of properties of vegetation. How most of the 
medicines are mere decoctions and are of herbal origin in liquid

FI little fire of charcoal 
is placed under the vault or arch. The heat must be a moderate one; 
greater heat will scorch the eggs, lesser heat will rot the eggs* 
The heat must be of moderate temperature, so that the eggs might 
be properly hatched, and after a few days the cells will burst out 
and tiny birds will come out. Then the birds are taken into the 
second chamber and kept under the straw chips. The heat of this 
second chamber is moderate, that is, sufficient to warm the tiny 
birds. Small grains of rye or similar grains are given to these tiny 
birds, and water is placed near-by that they might drink water and 
hide themselves under the straw chips. Hfterwards when the 
feather grows, the birds are taken to the third chamber and kept 
in straw chips. Bigger grains, e. g., maize or similar grains, 
are given to the birds with water in a tub ; and when feather 
grows bigger they are taken out. This is how a larger number of 
eggs might be hatched in a shorter time. This is a convenient 
process which I noted in Egypt. 


Good food for 
birds and animals. 


One thing to be observed that if bad food is given to the 
birds, flavour of the meat becomes bad and also it becomes 

* * t 

stiff. But if maize or similar grain be given to 
the birds, the meat gets a good flavour and it 
becomes soft and delicate. So also in rearing 
of sheep, if good fodder is given, the meat becomes tasteful. Bad 
fodder will make bad taste and bad flavour in the meat, which 
1 experienced in various parts of Hsia and Europe. To be miserly 
and to give bad food to animals or birds is in the long run a losing 
concern. 


Everything must be in a commercial and industrial way and 
not a pleasure-loving game of a fanciful- man. It is thus a poultry 
farming will be a profitable business to the mountaineers as well 
as to the men of the plains.

Europe the goods are carried in commercial planes for a long 
distance across the sea This is no doubt a costly undertaking, 
but any how, by organisation and combination, capital might come 
in as to purchase commercial planes for transport purposes. Now 
the Tibetians are in constant shortage of food and fuel. Food is 
insufficient to maintain the Tibetian population, so that they 
generally live on liquid food and not on bread. I observed 
Tibetians using gruel of barley powder mixed up with several 
things. They sip the gruel in wooden cups. Now if the foodstuffs, 
e. g., biscuit and similar objects of durable foodstuffs, be trans* 
ported to Tibet, it will get a good market there also. On the

Universities, Boring Institutes Etc.,

I have said before that university should be opened accor¬ 
ding to the number and density of population within a given area. 

In the Himalayan region two or more universities 
indu p s tti«feduc c a?ion f are required to carry on the educational system 


of the country.

The students who spend the time in classes arc often turned 
out quite incompetent to the hurly-burly of the actual world. The 


school time should not be wasted in reading stories of chimerical 
persons. But everything should be in a practical way, so that 
formation of future nation will come out from the class room. The 


class room should not be considered as hearing the stories of 
fabulous things. It is not a story-telling place, but a place where 
future nation will be formed and moulded. It will be a continua¬ 
tion of - the future career of the youths. I have said before that 
students should study in the morning, and in the day time they will 
earn for their own living and start business when out of class room. 
The whole nation must be industrialised, and commercial system 

of education should be followed in fisia is groaning under the 
loads of theology and number of theoretical subjects But chemi¬ 
stry and electricity will open a new vista for the activities of a 
new nation. In this commercial age these two are the main factors 

to develop a nation. nil the principles of commerce and industry 

should be the subject of study for the young men. This is not 

only for the youths of the mountains but for all fisia. Bsia must 
be remodelled and put upon a new basis as to compete with the

tion, and for this food and remuneration should be given to the 
workers. Students' leisure hours in week days or at least Satur¬ 
day will be spent for military training, but this might be altered 
according to local circumstances and conditions. Through this 
sort of training, there will be a nation of commercial men and 
industrialists, and also big army will be raised to defend the 
country. Every person should be a soldier of the nation, and 
every person should be an industrialist and producer of wealth. 
But gossip mongers and idlers should be snubbed down. Broken¬ 
hearted, dispirited, dejected youth should have no place in the 
growth of a nation. Jovial, hopeful, ambitious ideas should be 
taught to the youths. Self-assertion should be the motto. It is 
not egotisn but egoism. Self-assertion should be the guiding 
principle of the youths. It in not a sin or vanity but is the express¬ 
ion of one's own inherent ability. These are the few hints I am 
giving here not only for the youths of the mountains but also for 
the youths all over Bsia, both boys and girls, so that new Hsia 
might be a strong powerful community of men. 

In many ancient books of India we read about the mines 
and the medical herbs of the Himalayas. The Roman writer, 

Pliney, speaks about the mines of the Himalayas 
and many new herbs of the region. The fame 
of this place spread wide as far as Rome. How 
the memory of these mines are totally lost. Only the mere 
tradition is that the Himalaya is a golden peak- In Shadra in 
Lahore, a peculiar class of marble was brought down from a 
place between Peshawar and Rhyber. But the memory of this 
quarry is lost to the people. So also in the construction of Ranarak 
temple peculiar sort of quartz stone was brought down from 
Sambalpur. It is a mere tradition, but no memory of exact place 
is to be found in the people. How to reopen the question, all 
the universities in the mountains should have boring institutions. 
Different parts of the mountains should be bored down, so that 
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mineral deposits of different classes of stones might he found out. 
Mining system in the Himalaya should be a special department 
to develop the country. In my travels in the mountains 1 observed 
stones of different classes—possibly there might be quarries of 
different classes of stones. Geological institutes should be 
started by the people themselves, not only to study the formation 
of different classes of stones but also to find out some quarries 
from which stones for buildings and other purposes might be 
found out. These are the few hints that 1 am giving here to 
develop the mountains of the north. These rules app y o a

* One thing to be specially noted is that the national mechani¬ 
cal skill should be not only fostered but developed. Even the 

best mechanical engineers often stand aghast 
at the nature’s inherent gift of the mechanics. 

I observed this in many places where even the 
chief-engineer admired the mechanical skill of the mechanic- 
This hereditary ingenuity of the people"will give a turn and shape 
to all the mechanical devices in any factory. This is the heir-loom 
or hereditary wealth which the nation has derived by the long 
experience of the past. In every factory the hereditary artisan 
should be invited to give direction to the moulding of an article, 
and how in an easy and economical way the article might be 
made ’out. For the college-trained engineers have only studied 
the method of the non-Asian countries, but they do not know the 
tendency of their own nation and also the skill with which the 
hereditary artisan of the nation worked out many mechanical 
things in the past, when there were no traces of the non-Asian 
races and their method of work- These points are to be well 
marked by the factory-men.

So wheresoever a national merchant will open his business centre 
in foreign countries, it is necessary that the branch of national bank 
should be set up there to give facility to the merchants. The bank 
is not the business of a money lender as is looked down upon in 
many Hsian countries as a mean profession by which interest at a 
high rate is taken from the debtors, but it should be considered as 
a money trade which will help much to all commercial under¬ 
takings. 


This is one aspect of looking at a banking business. The 
other aspect is that agricultural banks should be started to help

So that taking the small rate of interest 

by two or three instalments in a year according to crops of the 

fields, the total interest at the end of the year will be reasonably 

fair. This is why it is necessary to open banks of two classes, 

both industrial and ‘agricultural, that the development of a country 

might be an easy one. Bank is really *the heart's blood of any 

factory or big industry. Hll over Hsian countries national 

banks should be established to help the factory-men as well as 

the cultivators that the work might be easy, smooth and a going 
one.

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these facts, and so they have arranged their activities to sell their 
manufactured goods in foreign countries according to their require¬ 
ments. Mow in the markets Belgian milk and Holland cheese 
are sold, so also the American tin provisions of various kinds are 
sold in the markets. These tin provisions are mostly of cereal 
nature, i.e , the produce of the fields, e.g , ground-nut, wheat, maize, 
and similar objects. These tin provisions are considerably used 
in Calcutta markets. How from India similar tinned provisions 
of cereal nature should be sent to America and other countries 
that the Indian field productions might get a good sale, e.g, ‘Muri,’ 

'Chira', 'Khai', Shati powder, Water-nut powder etc., and these articles 

should be properly tinned and packed, so that they might be used 
as invalid diet in foreign countries. The American tin provisions 
are very much of this nature. So also from maize-flour Macaroni 
and Vermicelli might be made, and also from ground-nuts vegetable- 
chicken might be made to make a dash and bold attempt to capture 
foreign markets with indigenous articles according to their require¬ 
ments. The expert agents might make the thing a saleable one 
through advertisements and induce the people in the beginning 
to use it as a mere experiment. It is thus the indigenous cereals 
made into different varieties according to the taste of foreigners 
might be sent to foreign countries. So that a dashing and adaman¬ 
tine spirit is required to open a new line of market and capture 
foreign markets. So also varieties of preserved food might be 
introduced in foreign countries. Big foreign jam merchants are 
selling goods in their own name, as if made in their own factories. 
But really articles are made mainly in China and Calcutta too. 
Only the label is their own, but the articles are made by the Asians 
and in Asia. So that in the name of one’s own country preserved 
food of various kinds might be exported to foreign countries as to 
stem the torrent of importation of foreign articles. The Asians must 
be in right earnest to save themselves from this commercial inroads 
of the non-Asians. These are the various points which might 
be suggested .to give an eye-opening to the Asian people that 
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they might export these articles to foreign countries according 
to the taste of the people. So chamber of commerce is required 
to guide and direct the industry of the nation. For the chamber 
of industry cannot always spare time to find out the suitable 
markets to sell their goods The industrialists are busy with their 
factories to produce the articles. It is, therefore, necessary that 
along with the chamber of industry there will be a chamber of 
commerce. Their whole business will be to study the markets of 
foreign countries where the national commodities might get an 
easy sale. The two chambers should co-operate with each other 
as to facilitate the national industry. The one chamber will direct 
the production of commodity, the other chamber .will try to find the 
proper market to sell the commodity. Fill the Asian nations should 
set up their own chamber of industry and own chamber of comm¬ 
erce, first to study the requirements of home consumption and 
then to study the markets of different commercial centres of Asia 
and specially the markets of the non-Asian countries. The require¬ 
ments of Asian countries are comparatively small, and they always 
want the cheapest, but the non-Asians like to have the superior 
quality of articles even at higher prices. First study the imported 
articles which the non-Asians are sending to the national countries, 
then manufacture the goods of the same kind with slight variation 
at a cheaper rate, so that the importation of foreign goods might 

get a set back and a check- Then with an aggressive spirit 
advance to foreign markets with new classes of goods of nationa 
manufacture according to the taste of the foreigners and sell 

those in foreign markets. 


Aggressive spirit in commerce is to be developed and not the 
sluggishness of the stay-at-home men weeping, sobbing and lamen¬ 
ting the lot. These men are not fit for commercial enterprise^ 

Bokl-hearted men of aggressive spirit, who can venture and nsk 

with shrewdness and cool heads will be able to push on 
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business in the foreign markets. In every sphere of life the Asians 

must develop to save them from foreign aggressions and foreign 

patronising tones. These are the few hints which are suggested 

here to remould and recast the commercial activities of the Asian 
nations. 



The Rise of Asia by Organisation and Federation

I he ancient 
thinkers of Asia in all the inhabited parts of the ancient continent 
thought out different problems of life in various spheres of activity 
that have out only left an eternal monument of their culture 
and civilisation but are still guiding the thought-world of the 
modern age in an indirect way. 13ut the same ancient culture 
and civilisation of Asia is now attempted to be shattered and 
broken to pieces by the non-Asian races with their new devices 

of culture and organisation.

In the first onslaught the non-Asians made an inroad upon 
Asian races with the superiority ot their culture and 

civilisation, which means nothing less than the 
power of organisation and combination

Next came the diplomatic terrorism. The non-Hsians with 
new devices of diplomacy overawed and cowed down the Hsians, 
so that they submitted tamely to the high-sounding diplomatic words 
and the shrewd policy and the new way of looking at the position 
of the State and the people. This is how the Hsians succumbed 
to the diplomatic onslaught of the non-Hsians. Then came the 
marauding parties of armies with new principle of combinations 
and tactics by which a handful of non-Hsians overthrew the 
huge mass of Hsian people and defeated them by force of a 
combination and secondly by the shrewd policy of diplomacy. 
But this is not the final onslaught of the non-Hsians. They 
continued their onrushing course to subdue the disorganised 
Hsians and to put them in abject miseries equal to the status 
of slaves by their new combination. Then came the tradesmen 
who, with smile on their lips, began to pilfer the whole country 
^and deprived the people of their national wealth and products 

and put them into a horrible miserable state. The non-Hsian

traders are friendly enemies of the country. They, with sweet 
words and talks, remove ail the national wealth of the people 
and stop their power of production by various ways and make 
them buyers of the non-Hsian goods and not the sellers. Even 
the field productions and the natural resources become the monopoly 
of the non-Hsians. 


The Hsians have abundance of raw materials and abundance 
of man-power but no organisation. The non-Hsians have less raw

material and less man-power, but they have 
developed their organisation in a most scientific 
way and in precision. It is the scientific organisation that is 
lording over all the disorganised Hsians with abundance of raw 
materials and man-power. The Hsian youths should study the 
organised system of the non-Hsians and introduce them into their 
own countries. The non-Hsians are not so terrible as the Hsians 
think them to be. Originally they migrated from central Hsia. During 
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the declining state of the Roman Empire, they settled down in the 
Panonian forest. But the barbarous settlers from Central Hsia, 
for want of abundance of raw materials, started the principle of 
organisation. Mow the old Hsian settlers of the Panonian forest, 
with their power of organisation, are terrible beings as menacing 
the whole of the Hsian nation. The Huns and other races originally 
lived in Central Hsia, and they have made modern Europe. This 
is the wonderful and terrible power of organisation. The Hsian 
youth must take up this line and organise everything for the 
benefit of the people. Desultory isolated work will be of no value 
in the modern market. Organised work as done in factories will be 
the prominent feature for advancement. Machinery will help the 
people for mass production and cheapen down the cost of desultory 
and isolated work- This is the principle all Hsians should follow 

to develop their respective country.

influences. Hsia has enormous raw materials 
and power and yet they arc miserable. The Asian, 
thinkers must think out and devise means, first to develop their 
own countries as required by the circumstances, and then to form a 
federation of Asian countries that by combination a solid phalanx 
is formed first to resist the non-Asian onslaught and marauding 
parties of tradesmen and then to roll back the tide as to sen 
the Asian productions to non-Asian countries. The non-Asians 
made the Asians buyers of goods of the non-Asians. The Asians, 
by their combination and federation, should force them to. be 

the buyers of goods and not the sellers of goods. The Asians must 

control and dictate the commercial markets of the world, and not 

in a slavish, cringing way submit to the d'etates of tlte nomA. _ 


and buy their goods in high prices which in tteiron co 
fhev can produce at a cheap cost. But the terrorism ot. 

they can prouuuw wiffed and are forced 
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to bay goods from the non-Hsians. This is the depressed mentality 
of the Hsian races. So the Hsian social thinkers should think 
out the problems in various phases of life as to rouse up the people 
and make them stand and face and combat the onslaught of the 
non-Hsians. First every Hsian country must be developed and 
be self-sufficient to meet the requirements of the people by the 
production of commodities of the country itself, and then exchange 
the commodities with neighbouring Hsian countries. The Hsian 
countries should not only develop their own lands but also establish 
friendly relation amongst themselves. Hmity and the free mixing of 
men and women, and of boys and girls with different Hsian races 
in every sphere of life will open a new road for the development of 
the country and of the whole Hsian races, and also the ideas of the 
Hsians will be broad and sympathetic to the neighbouring people. 
So that on any onslaught on a single people by the non- 
Hsians, the federated Hsia will stand against the non-Hsian 
aggressors. Hs for the petty differences amongst themselves, it 
might be settled by mutual commission without any bloodshed or 
bitterness of feelings. 

fiomocentric ideas should be followed out by all the Hsian 
races. Benefit of mankind and welfare of the people should be the 
motto. Theocentric ideas should be put into abeyance, as it raises 
the jarring voice all over Hsia and disunite the countries into a 
number of small groups all quarrelling with each other. Theocentric 
idea is a clog, a barrier to the onward progress of the Hsians. So 
the homocentric ideas should be started and be impressed on 

the people that the whole of Hsia might be a federated country 
without the jarring note of theology. 

F have suggested and given many hints how to develop 
India in various spheres of life, specially on bread problems. 
The suggestions are running ideas of a "tnaHeiwhose heart is 
bleeding at the sight of miseries of the Hsians. To put into 
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practice the ideas from these suggestive hints, a body of practical 

organisers will come up and put the ideas into effective activity 

and make the country a prosperous one without making any 
dissension with any class of people either of old-thought or new- 
thought tinged with foreign ideas. But the indigenous natural 
ideas should be developed to meet the requirements of the peope, 
and foreign ideas are to be chucked out or be taken in a modified 
form or be nationalised as to suit the circumstances of the people. 

Foreiqn ideas are to be accepted not as so many foreign goods 

but should be modified and remodelled as to suit the necessi J 
of the people. The suggestions as l have madeoflndia 
equally applicable to other Hsian countries, only slight moditica 
tion here and there will suit the plans of different countries. The 
Hsian thinkers might think out different dev.ceshowto improve 
their own countries and to improve the whole of Hs.a by the

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I have said before that university education should be 
imparted on industrial principle, i. e., the student must work out 

his expenses to meet the charges of his education. 
s1 d uden n t°. f By this system the student will get a practical 

knowledge of the actual work which his vocation 
will call upon in his future life. Practical-trained men must come 
out of the university that the nation might get the benefit from theses 
young men. This is an important question in modern age. Tor 
the school period of a young man is much wasted by learning 
certain theories only and not the practical application of the 
principles. To make up this deficiency in education, industrial 
education should be insisted upon that the young men might get 
a training along with their theoretical education. But now it is 
necessary that the students should repair to other universities to 
learn from the lectures of distinguished professors of different 
universities. So also both the students and the professors in different 
periods of the year according to season should resort to other 
universities to attend lectures there, so that a federation of 
students might grow up. first this line of action should be 
enforced in the country itself. Then this process of exchange of 
students should be applied to all the Hsian universities. This 
wi 1 bring out a federation of students all over Hsia, and there 
will be a common mode of culture and thinking amongst the 
student community, and a keen affinity and friendship will be 
established amongst the nations inhabiting the vast country. 
This is how to develop the federation of Hsia that the whole 
continent might be of one family branching out into so many 
peoples and races inhabiting the different parts of the continent. 
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Tourist parties should also be formed of both young men
